ESTHONIAN NOTE TO

A COMMUNIST rising which took place 

yesterday in Reval, the capital of 
Esthonia, was put down by the Govern- 
ment troops and police after some heavy 
street fighting. Communists, armed with 
rifles and hand grenades, obtained posses- 
sion of the railway station, the Parliament 
building, and the post office, and in the 
fighting which ensued some dozens of 
persons were killed and wounded. Amongst 
those killed was the Minister of Communi- 
cations, M. Mark Kark. 

Martial law has been proclaimed 
throughout Esthonia, and General Laidon- 
ner has been appointed Commander-in- 
Chief, with full powers. 

Government institutions are working, 
and life in the town is again normal. 

The Esthonian Minister for Foreign 
Affairs has addressed a Note to the Soviet 
Government, protesting against the recent 
anti-Esthonian demonstrations in Petro- 
grad, and demanding that an energetic 
inquiry shall be instituted. 


REBELS DISLODGED. 


FIGHTING IN THE GENERAL 
POST OFFICE. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
REVAL, Monday. 

„Shock battalions of Esthonian 
Communists staged an unsuccessful rising 
at Reval this morning. Without any 
warning crowds of Communists, all weil 
armed, rushed through the streéts of the 
city and «ttempted to take possession of 
the mort important centres. 

They captured the Reval Railway Station, 
the General Post Office and the Parliament 
zuildings, and were successful in holding them 
for nearly two hours. At the end of this time 
troops from the Reval garrison, who had been 
hastily despatched, swept through the city. 
and after fierce fighting in several sections 
were successful in dislodging the rebels and 
evicting them from the captured positions. 
A large number of arrests were made. 

There were many casualties on both sides. 
Amongst the killed is the Minister of 
Communications, M. Kark, who was shot 
dead by the Communists when they captured 
the railway depdt. 


MARTIAL LAW. 


6.45 p.m. 

The total number of casualties is consider- 
able. Thus far the list includes five officers, 
three cadets, two soldiers, five policemen, four 
pedestrians. The number of wounded is nearer 
fifty than forty. 

On the rebel side it is estimated that thirty 
Communists have been killed, twenty wounded 
and over sixty arrested. 

At an extraordinary session cf Parliament 
this evening the delegates passed a resolution 
of sympathy with ‘the family of the murdered 
Minister, M. Kark. 

Parliament officially sanctioned the declara- 
tion of martial law in Esthonia. President 
Akel informed the House that, whilst the 
rising had been successfully put down, still 
Esthonia could not fee! secure against further 
attacks, because the present attempted revolu- 
tion was not planned within Esthonian 
borders. 


CONFESSIONS. 


General Laidoner informed me to-night 
that important information has been obtained 
from confessions made by the imprisoned 
Communists. The revolt, he declares, was 
led and financed by the agents of the 
Third Internationale. One of the arrested 
Communists, when searched, was found to 
be in possession of documents showing him 
to be a diplomatic courier under the orders 
of the Bolshevik Legation. @ 

Probably a a of the arrested revolu- 
tionists have been proved to be Bolshevik 
agitators who have recently arrived on 
forged documents from Russia. 

The fact that the Soviet Minister, 
Kobertski, left here a few days ago for Mos- 
cow is regarded here as significant. 
Kobertski was formerly Secretary to Zino- 
vieff, the President of the Communist 
internationale. 


NOTE TO MOSCOW. 


Later. 

Esthonia has decided to call upon the 
Soviet Government to explain the exact re- 
lations between itself and the Third /nter- 
nationale, the Communist organisation, which 
ser to be. provided with unlimited funds 
to overthrow foreign Governments, and the 
Esthonian Government in particular. 

In a Note to the local Soviet Minister, the 
Esthonian Government protests against the 
continuous demonstrations by Soviet Govern- 
ment employés, school children, and Red 
soldiers and sailors before Esthonian official 
quarters in Russia. | 

The Note hints that the Esthonian Govern- 
ment is unable to understand the Soviet 
(sovernment’s intense interest in the fate of 
Esthonian subjects who are Communists, and 
who were convicted for attempting to over- 
throw the Esthonian Government and have 
it annexed to Russia. 


PREMIER’S ESCAPE. 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
REVAL, Monday. 
M. Akel, the Prime Minister and Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, escaped by a mere chance 
before the Communist revolutionaries sur- 
rounded and forced their way into his resi- 
dence. An armoured car arrived on the 
scene, and routed the insurgents. ‘ 
Further reports show that the fifth police 
station at Reval has been completely de- 
stroyed by Communists. Stubborn fighting 
took place also at the Central Police Station, 
which is situated in the neighbourhood of the 
War Office. The Communists appeared in 
groups of ten or fifteen men, except at the 
railway station, which was only recaptured by 
Government troops after two fi¢chts. Rather 
heavy fighting occurred at the Cadet School.

The engines broke down during the gale 
nine miles north-east of Ballyquinton Point, 
and the vessel was drifting towards the shore 
when its. signals of distress were observed 
from the ateamer Rydalforce, asat to 
Belfast. A line was to the Clyde 
Valley, which was towed sixty miles in eight 
hours under great difficulties. 

The Clyde Valley, 460 tons, under the 
name of Mountjoy, was the vessel which 
ianded arms at Larne for the Ulster Volun- 
teers in 1914. 

The identity of the coasting steamer which 
was seen by the captain of the Millocrat to 
founder off the Calf of Man on Saturday has 
not been established. All the Belfast steamers

„Are you confident of being able to de 
that?” I asked him. He replied that he 
was, as was proved by the circumstance that 
he had come to Europe two months ago from 
America, where he might easily have re- 
mained, and that he had now voluntarily 
placed himself in the hands of the authori- 


ties. . 
„This,“ he added, is a copy of the letter 


| which I addressed yesterday to the British 


Embassy, after seeing in the Press a state- 
ment that a warrant had been issued against 
It leaves no doubt that my appearance 
there was quite voluntary.“ 

The letter, which he finally said I might 
reproduce, is dated Sunday, November 30, 
1 p.m., and is written on the notepaper of a 
fashionable hotel here. It is as follows :—

FROM OUR POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 
The final draft of proposals for the 
absorption of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police Force by the Civic Guard is now in 
process of completion, and will, I under- 
stand, be laid before the Executive 
Council by the Ministry of Justice within 


| the next fortnight. 


If the approval of the Cabinet is forthcom- 
ing, and there is little doubt that it will be, 
the legislation providing for the fusion of the 
two forces will be introduced in the Dail 
without delay, and an effort will be made to 
secure a second reading of the bill before 
the Christmas recess. 

Several conferences between representatives 
of both forces and the Ministry of Justice 
have been held within the last couple of 
months; and agreement was reached on all 
points. The measures embodying the pro- 
posals for the ama tion of the two forces 
are now being embodied in the draft bill, 
‘which is shortly to be placed before the 


One of the provisions of the new measure 
would be, I understand, that security of 
tenure, so to speak, would be guaranteed to 
every member of the existing Metropolitan 
Force—that is to say that there would be no 
question of a continuance of his service out- 
side the metropolitan area. After the date 
of the passing of the bill recruiting would, of 
course, be to the Civic Guard, the new re- 
eruit being liable for service in any part of 
the Free State. 


THE NEW DETECTIVE FORCE. 


One of the principal objects—indeed, it is 
the underlying motive of the scheme of amal- 
gamation—is the unification of police intelli- 
gence, or, in other words, to secure that there 
will be only one department of police intelli- 
gence for the whole country. Since this de- 
partment would be a more or less self-con- 
tained unit of a single police administration, 
it would rely on a far more effective and 
satisfactory co-operation than it could obtain 
from two separate forces. The intention is 
t» enlarge the detective branch of the police 
force to a numerical strength of about 
two hundred men, under the control of 
Colonel Nelligan, the present Chief of the 
Detective Department of the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police. Every care would be taken in 
the selection of the new force and every effort 
made to secure the establishment of an 
especially effective department of police 
intelligence. The headquarters of the new 
detective force would, of course, still be in 
Dublin; but seven or eight provincial stations 
would also be formed, 


HEADS OF THE NEW BODY.

Whether the administrative gain that will, 
as it is believed, accrue from the fusion of 
the two forces would counter-balance the loss 
of (roughly) £50,000, which is at present con- 
tributed by the ratepavers of Dublin to the 
upkeep of the Metropolitan Force, is one of 
the considerations that will be carefully 
weighed by the Cabinet when it comes to 
consider the, draft Bill which the Ministry of 
Justice will place before it within the next 
fortnight. There is little déubt, however, 
that the Cabinet will give its approval to the 
scheme and that the new Bill will be ready 
for introduction in the Dail sometime before 
the Christmas recess.

GENEVA, December 1.

The American proposals in question aim 
at restricting the production and distribution 
of ‘raw opium and coca leaves strictly to 
medical and scientific purposes, though the 
preduction of opium for exportation to those 
countries where its use is still temporarily 
permitted would be extended.

South-Eastern Company was to be taken over 
was that the price should be £20, and the 
South-Eastern Company itself suggested that 
the price should be £70.

PROPORTIONAL ALLOCATION, 


The Dublin and South-Eastern Company, 
before the war, was, at its best, only a one 
per cent. line. For several of the thirteen 
years it paid no dividend at all. For some 
years prior to 1907, the period at which it 
had reorganised ite various Stocks, it de- 
faulted on some of its Preferences. The pro- 
portional allocation of the Ordinary Stock of 
the amalgamating companies would work out 
as follows:—Taking the Great Southern as 
100. the Midland Great Western transfer price 
of Ordinary Stock would be 68, the Cork and 
Bandon 72.5, and the Dublin and South- 
Eastern 8.8.

The rates of dividend on Ordinary Stock 
were not conclusive evidence of earning capa- 
city.

This 
did not apply to the ten years since 1915, 
There were war conditions and control up 
to 1921. In the two years subsequent to 
control the circumstances were abnormal, 
especially in the case of the Great Southern 
and Western Railway, which was wholly 
stopped and broken down,

The only way, continued Mr. Brown, by 
which the probiem could be approached was 
by taking the only trustworthy figures they had 
prior to the war and considering the changes 
in the circumstances of these lines since 1913.

ACCUMULATED RESERVE. 

He submitted a comparison of the accumu- 
lated reserve funds since 1915. The Great 
Southern Company (amalgamated) had ac- 
cumulated since 1913 additional reserves of 
21, 474,316. The Dublin and South-Eastern 
during the same period had accumulated 
£71,813. The capital expenditure of the 
Great Southern Railway since 1913 at the end 
of June, 1924, was 23,222,700; that of the 
Dublin and South-Eastern was 22, 766, 608. 

He did not suggest that the Great Southern 
Railway were to credit íor interest on the 
whole of the additional capital as part of 
their earning capacity. 

Serjeant Hanna—Do these figures include 
Government funds for maintenance! 

Mr. Brown—Of course, they do, and so do 
yours. ..He went on to say that the surplus 
of £871,491, which the Great. Southern Rail- 
way claimed, would. have heen somewhere 
about £400,000 had they been obliged to 
maintain the line in the ordinary way. 

At this stage the members of the Tribunal 
suggested that the parties should come to- 
gether with a view to seeing whether they 
could not come to closer agreement about 
their figures. For this purpose an adjourn- 
ment of an hour and a half was agreed to. 


AGREEMENT ALMOST “REACHED. 


On resuming after the adjournment, Judge 
O’Brien announced that the parties had now 
come to @ point at which there was very little 
difference between them. The suggestion had 
been made that if there was an adjournment 
to that day week, it would result practically 
in a complete settlement of all matters and a 
saving, of public time: That being so, they 
did not think they should press the matter 
at the moment. hey ould now clear up 
some little matters, so that when they met 
on ,Monday next they would have only to 
fill in the allocation of the stock.

Mr... Brown referred to the benefits whith 
the Dublin and South Eastern Company had 
under an agreement with the London, Mid- 
land and Scottish Railway with reference to 
mail and passenger traffic to Dun Laoghaire, 
and said he understood that these would be 
continued. ' 

The Chairman “asked the representatives of 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce if 
they were satisfied with regard to this agree- 
ment that it would be of such a nature as 
to secure those advantages for the amalga- 
mated company which hitherto were afforded 
to the Dublin and South Eastern Co. 

Mr. Ingram of the Transport and Marine 
Department said that the Minister's position 
was that if such an arrangement was made, 
providing for a continuation of the allowance 
to the amalgamated company, then it was 
understood that legislation would be intro- 
duced enabling the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway to have another director, 
atid the Misister was prepared to introduce 
legislation as soon as the agreement was 
completed. 

The Chairman asked what would be the 
name ot the new company! 

Mr. Brown said that they already had the 
name of the Great ‘Scuthern Railway. 


IRISH NATIONAL RAILWAY. 


Serjeant Hanna thought that the name 
should be a national one for the group, and 
suggested Irish Free State National Rail- 
way or Irish National Railway. 

The Chairman thought that the latter was 
the better one of the two. 

Serjeant Hanna jocosely suggested a name 
competition among counsel and caused further 
amusement by ‘saying he would put up a 
prize.

Sugar beet was very extensively grown in 
Italy. Ireland was the only country in 
Europe; except Switzerland, that did not 
grow sugar beet to any extent. From experi- 
ments carried out by the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction in this 
country in 1911, 1912 and 1913, it appeared 
that the average returns per acre beet 
were 15 tons, and that the average sugar 
content was 17 per cent. These figures were 
in excess of any other European countrys 
From this it would appear that the develop- 
ment of the sugar beet industry in Ireland 
offered unique attractions. It would bring 
into agri¢ultural life a variety and charm 
which it lacked at present, and it would afford 
large and remunerative employment to the 
workers. ; 

A very beneficial institution in Italy was 
the system of agricultural co-operative eredit 
which obtained there. Another was the 
International Institute of Agriculture, which 
was founded in 1905, with its headquarters in 
Rome, and at which delegates from almost 
all parts of the world meet in conference and 
discuss all matters of importance to agricul- 
ture—statistical, technical and economic.

| BANDON. i 

A paper on The Hydro-Electric . Under- 
taking at Bandon ” was read by Me. . 
Murphy, of Bandon, at a general meeting of 
the Institution of Civil Engineers of Ireland, 
at 35 Dawson street, Dublin, last night. 

In May; 1919, Mr. Murphy was asked to 
advise on an electricity supply scheme for 
Bandon, and reported that, while there was 
undoubtedly an excellent opening for an elec: 
tricity supply undertaking, one should not be 
too optimistic regarding the water-power 
available. It was decided to instal, at a 
cost of £10,000, a moderate-sized internal 
combustion set with a storage battery, in pre- 
ference to a larger engine without a storage 
battery, and in October of 1909 the first 
supply of current was secured from a dynamo, 
belt-driven by two old vertical shaft turbines 
which had been idle for about 30 years, bu 
had been renovated in 1917 to work an oat- 
meal plant which was installed to help the 
food supply during the European War. The 
necessity for an auxiliary plant and the dis- 
appointing output from the water-power 
plant wore due to the two extremes I] De- 
mand for power with no water available, (2) 
water available with no demand for power. 

RIVER GAUGINGS.

SUPPOSED CASE OF SUICIDE. 


John Lynch, a farmer, aged 48, who resided 


with his uncle at Curraghtemple, about three. 


miles from Nenagh, was found dead in his 
bed on Saturday evening last. 

Mr. Kennedy Ryan, uncle of. John Lynch. 
is a farmer aged over 70 years. . At the 
inquest yesterday he said that John Lynch 
had been away for some time, owing to a 
difference between them in regard to the 
fencing of a gap on his lands, through which 
cattle strayed. When his nephew returned on 
Saturday evening he asked forgiveness for 
what had occurred. Witness refused to 
forgive him. Lynch then went up to his 
bedroom, and when going up the stairs said, 
“You will get me dead in ten minutes. 
Witness was afraid to follow him up. .He 
waited until the servant. maid came home 
from Nenagh and sent her for Cornelius 
Hogan, a neighbour, whom he sent to the 
bedroom, Hogan and the girl—Bridget 
Conway—went to the bedroom and found 
Lynch lying on the bed. His coat and boots 
were off and he appeared to be dead. 

Bridget Conway, in her evidence, stated 
that John Lynch and his uncle had an 
argument about the leaving of a gap open. 
Lynch got anmoyed and fell out with his 
uncle. 

Dr. Johns, of Nenagh, said that when he 
arrived Lynch was dead. A bottle in the 
bedroom was labelled “ chloroférm lotion.“ 
It contained a fluid, the nature of which he 
could not say at present. 

The inquest was adjourned until the 10th 
of December, in order that the contents of 
Lynch's stomach might be analysed.

This grant was voted several 
months ago in relief of the, unsatisfactory 
financial position of secondary teachers, and 
the rules rning its distribution were 
ostensibly with a view to aes the 
“grant to the utmost for the benefit of the 
E „so that little or no surplus. might be 
left. Consequently, it is alarming to find that 
such a large balance remains. i 
We might mention that, of a similar grant 
in. 1923, amounting to £62,750, over 85,000 
was undisbursed and was ultimately returned 
to the Treasury, Teachers then felt that the 
rant should have been distributed on such a 
em that no surplus would have been 1 
, profiting by this. experience, our ia · 
tion strongly urged the Ministry of Education 
last May that better arrangements should be 
made for the 1924 grant, so that all of the 
rant might be allocated among those entitled 
* in it. The fact that a proportionately 
r surplus remains .amply supports our 
contention that more accurate data should 
have been obtained and more equitable: rules 
framed for the administration of the grant. 
The rules governing the distribution pro- 
vided that for schools having up to and in- 
cluding sixty pupils, one teather for every 
fifteen pupils was to share in the grant, and 
that for schools with over sixty pupils one 
teacher: for every twenty pupils was to share. 
This mathematical rigidity made no allowance 
for the special individual arrangements. of 
schools, ignored the sub · di vision of grades and 
classes g varying working bases, and left 
out of count altogether the merits or demerits 
of local circumstances. ain schools em- 
ployed a bigger proportion of teachers than 
was allowed under this — with the
